If a doctrine of making employes more 


efficient nnd more capable forgets the 
personal and the human element in men 
it fails. 
Free labor oughtn't to count 


men merely as numerical units.

It shall be the purpose of 
the non-partisan adiniatration to im- 
mediately commence putting into effect 
the provisions of this plan' which are 
within the means ot the city, and to 
adopt any other means which will af- 
ford protection to our citizens against a 
similar disaster.

LIFE AT DAWSON

by poisonous gases hut members of the 
other division of the crew finally brought 
them to the surface alive. 
Lurdi and 


3'oisa could not be found. 


Waller Kerr, one of the rescued men, 


had not recovered consciousness several 
hours later, but Hoy Simpleman, his com- 
panion, told of the experiences which in 
the opinion of rescue leaders probably 
caused the death of Lurdi and Poisa. 
This probable fatality so-auectcd the hel- 
met men that ,1. C. Roberts, directing the 
government rescue 
work, experienced 


difficulty in inducing men to re-enter the 
mine. When the first volunteers entered 
the workings Lurdi and Poisa had been 
njihelmctcd for an hour and a half. 


Between 2 and 4 o'clock this morning 


three additional bodies were recovered 
ind brought to the surface. Ko trace bad 
been fouud of General Supt. JIcDermott 
or Henry P. jMcShanc, the wealthy young 
Xew Yorker. 
It was believed McDer- 


mott's body is with a group of men who 
were caught at the face of the inirie be- 
yond the eighteenth room, east.' It was 
for those men that the search was beiug 
madp by the helmet crew when Lurdi and 
Poisa met their accident. 


Because of the increasing presence of 


carbon dioxide gas in the mine which had 
permeated chambers where the air was 
comparatively pure late last night, the 
government, rescuers who reached here 
today confident that no more men are 
alive, have changed their method of at- 
tack and devoted their entire energies 
to driving out the poisonous gases. The 
probable death list, including the two 
helmet men,.was increased to 203 today 
and at noon the number of men rescued 
alive, remained at twenty-three.

nance to Standardize 


Lights and Signals. 


THE MUNICIPAL NEWS 


By request of many automobile own- 


ers and drivers in Fort Wayne, an ordi- 
nance) is in preparation, 
the scope of 


which will be to standardize signals and 
lights. 
It is pointed out that many 


owners of automobiles have equipped 
their machines with colored lights that 
nre not uniform in their location upon 
the machines and that this leads to con- 
fusion and mishap. The one purpose of 
the_proposed ordinance is to prevent ac- 
cidents. 
The following provisions aro 


~"asked Tor in the ordinance: 


First—Every 
automobile, 
in 
all 


weathers, from sunset to sunrise, shall 
carry the lights nnd during such time no 
other lights, which may bo mistaken for 
those prescribed, shall be exhibited. 


_ Second—One. or two search or head- 
lights, showing In the front, the candle- 
power of which shall be reduced to not 
to exceed live candle power at a distance 
of twenty-live feet from the light in a 
forward 
direction, when 
meeting or 


passing another automobile. 


Third—One light showing -Ten to the 


front and right side going ahead. One 
light showing red lo the front and left 


• Bide going ahead. One combined light at 


rear, showing while reflection upon li- 
cense number and read to the roar. 


Fourth—The words "short blast," used 


in the ordinance shall mean a blast of 
about one second's duration. When au- 
tomobiles are in sight at hearing dist- 
ance, and under way. they shall indicate 
their course by the following signals on 
the whistle, siren or horn, namely: 


One short blast to mean, "I am direct- 


ing.my course to the right, going abend." 


Two short blasts to mean, "I am di- 


recting my course to the left, going 
ahead." 


Three short blasts to mean, "I am 


backing up." 


Fifth—Nothing in the ordinance shall 


«xororato any driver of an automobile 
. from1 the consequences of any neglect to 
««try lights or signals, or of any neglect 
to keep a proper 
lookout 
or of the 


neglect of any precaution which raa\ 
be required by the ordinary practice of 
automobiles, or by the -special circum- 
stances of the case.
